DR. SAUTER (Counsel for Defenlant von Schirach): May it please the 
Tribunal, we came yesterday to the doce ont TS-1948; that is, as you recall, 

a filo note by a Dr. Fischer about a telephone conversation which he had with 
an official of the secret state police, Standartonfuchrer Huber, in Vienna, and 
who referred in that convorsaticn about the Jewish forced labor, In that file 
no mention is mado spocifica lly about the use of Jews for the removal of 
destroyed synagogues, and /hrough that note I should like to put ono question to 


the defendant von Schirache 


Q When were these synagorues destroyed in Vienna? Was that during 
your period and under your responsibility or at a different period? 

A The Synagogues in Vienna v r- destroyed two years before I came 
into office in Vienna. 

Q Witness, I pass on to the chapter of anti-Semiticism now, about 
which you have spoken yesterday, concerning the period of your youth leadership, 
I would be interested to know what your attitude was at the time when you joined 

he Party and then, at the time when you became an official in the Party, what 


was your attitude about the practical solution of anti-Semiticism? 


TEAVE 
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A According to my opinion, during the years 1924, and 125, thaJjews 
Should be removed from civil service eLeirely. Their infhuence in em nomic 
lifc should be reduced in cultural lifes I imagined that the Jewish influence 
should be pushed back, but for artists of the rank, for instance, of lax 
Reinhardt, I still envisaged the possibility of free activities, That, I 
believe, renders quite precisely the o>inion which I myself, together with my 
conraces, had in 1925 and in the following years concerning the solution of the 
Jewish problen. 

Later on, when I was leading the academic movement, I put the demand 
for the so-called "numerus clausus." T wantod to see that Jows should be 
acmitted to academic studios only in proportion to their nurber within the 


total population.

‘itness, at about the same time, shortly before, the svecalled Nurnberg 
Laws had been issued, the racial laws which we have frequently heard mentioned 
heres Did you »articipate in the draftine of these laws, and how did you 
Judge these racial laws yourself? 

Ae I had no part in the drafting of these laws. In my room at the Hotel 
Deutseher Hof I was surprised by finding a slip of paper which bore tho note 
that there wuld be a Reichstag meeting on the next day and that it would be 
in Nurnberg, At that mecting, in which I participated, the Nurnberg laws were 
issued, I do not know to this lay how that came about, but I assumed that 
Hitler determined their contents. More I can not say about theme 

Qe Can you state on your oath tit before these laws were published you 
had not known of the plan for such laws, althourh you had been Reich Youth 


Leader ond Reichsleiter?

Ye After these laws had boon issuod in Nurnbers, what was your ^ors^nal 
idea of the further development of the Jowish »>roblom? 

tte I have to soy first of all that we had not exnectod thosc lows. I 
believe that youth was as a whole at that time of the opinion that the Jewish 
problem had been solved, because in tho year 1935 one could not snoak of a 
Jewish influence.anymore. After these laws had been nublished, wc worc of the 
opinion that now, definitely, tho last word hac heen soken about the Jowish

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boliovo that the editor-in-chicf has alrcacy siened an affidavit to that effect. 

Qe Concernine the question of anti-Somitism, we hove also to “cal with 
your position on the »ublicati^n "Dor Stucrmer". Did you sponsor or cistribute 
this anti-Semitic "Der Stucrmor" throuchout your youth orranizations?

the presse I myself camo from that kind of work. In my press office ns Reich 
Youth Leader I rave a directive that all demands of rau pavers which wanted a 
foreward of somethine similar by me should be for the mst part ~ranted. 
Therefore, whenever a gau paper hac, say, a ten or twenty year anniversary of 
its existence and issued a special issue, then the officials in m ~ress office 
made a draft and, together with the considerable volume of mail which was 
presented to me every evening for sirnnture, these drafts were also »resented 
to me.

Q Ihe Jews from Vienna, Witness, were then displaced fron there, to 
the largest part. In 1940 when rou were Gauleiter in Vienna cr thereafter,

m I have not received a mission of that kin, The only mission whicl

document which the prosecution hasput to ine. Accor-^ing to that I reported 
to Hitler that at that tiie 60,000 Jews were living in Vienna. That figure 
I believe cones from the office of the police; before that pericd, and I 
believe that is the hi host ficure, they had at one time living in Vienna 
190,000 Jews. «hen I came to Vienna there were still 60,000 Jews therc. 
The ceportation and transportation of the Jews ys a measure carried out

is I hac no possibility to stop the deportation -f Jews cr to take any 
influence upon it. Once I talked to the chief of my -- of my food department 
that he should take care of the Jewish people who were leaving shculd ret 


sufficient food. ore frequently when I received letters from Jews who 


requested to be excepted of that deportation I charged my adjutant or an

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assistant to intervene with Brunner anc to see that an exception should be 
made for these persons. I could nct do any more but I have to admit here 
frankly that I was of the opinion that that ceportation was also in the 
interests of Jewry, for the reasons which in connection with the instance 
of 1938 I have describec before. 

Q Did the SS, which also in Vienna wasrcharged with the carryin c 
of the evacuation of Jews, did the SS send you reports continuously asto 
how and to what extent that evacuation of Jews took place? 

m No. Therefore, I am also not in a position to state durin, what 
period that deportation of Jews was concluded and whether the entire 
60,000 were brought away from Vienna or only part. 

Q Did the newspapers in Vienna report about these deportations of 


Jews, the extent of deportations, and tho perpetrations cecurring thercby? 


Q Witness, I have to put to you a document which hasbeen submitted 
by the Prosecution. That is Document 308 P.S., 3-0-4-8 P.9., an excerpt 
from the Viennese editicn of the Voelkischer Beobachter, about 2 speech 
which you, Witness, made on the 15th of Beptember 1942 in Vienna, and in 
which the sentence is included, and I quote from the newspaper: 

"Every Jew who works in Europe is a danger for European culture. If 
one would accuse me that from this city which at one time was the European 
metropolis of Jewry I have been deporting tens of thousands of Jews to the 
eastern Ghetto, I have to say I see in that an active contribution to 
European culture." 

That is asfar as the quctation oes. From that speech which on the 
whole contains no other anti-Semitic statements from you, considering the 
description which you have viven us so far, I feel compelled to ask you, d 
you make that speech, and how did you come to that speech, in spite of that 
principal attitude which you have described to us s» far? 

rN First I want to say that I cid make tha spceche The quotation 
is correct. I have said that and I have to stand for it. althouzh the 


plan of the deportation of the Jews was Hitler's plan and I was not charred 


to carry it out, I mace that statement, which I regret sincerely now, and 
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out of false loyalty to the Fuchrer, I icentified mysclf morally with that 
action. That I have done and I cannot unco it now. If I am to explain 
now how it came to it I have to say thet at that period, already I was in a 
very difficult situation. I believe it shall become clear from my later 
statements that from a certain time on I had Hitler a:;ainst me, the Party 
Chancellery against me, large numbers of the Party itself against me, and 
without interruption, the officials of the Party Chancellery who expressed 
that to Gauleiter Scharitze in Vienna, and statements made in the 
Surroundings of Hitler indicated that they felt -- that they belicvec they 
coulc recognize it from uy attitude and my actions that I was not 
expressing myself in the usual way anti-Semitically and in public. And 
therefore, there is no excuse but it may Serve as an explanation, out of 


this difficult situation I nave mace these statements in a manner which I 


cannot justify before myself today, 


e 


Q Witness, in that connection I should like tc ask you -- you spoke 
Just now of ^ situation of compulsion and a difficult situation in which you 
had becn in Vienna. is it correct that Hitler himself at various 


occasions reproached you personally and very seriously that in Vicnna your 
attitude had not been strong encu 2, that you had been too weak, too softs 
that you should be mere ecneerned about the interests of the Farty and shoul 
use more severe methods? And what, Witness, have you to state tc that? 

THE PRESIDENT: Dre Sauter, I assume that you realize that you are 
puttin;, questions in the most lea ing forme You arc putting questions 
which suggest the answer to the defendant, and such questions cannot 


possibly carry -- the answers to such questicns cannot possibly carry the 


weight which answers given to questions not in their leading formwould carry. 
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Q Witness, did Hitler personally reproach you, riticize 
you, for your attitude in Vienna, and what was your position? 


DR. SAUTIR: I believe that is no suggestive question, 


TEE PRESIDENT: I think it is. I should have thought 
it is a leading question. He says he was in a very difficult 


situation. You could ask hin if he would explain what was tho Gi. 


BY DR. SAUTER: 
Q All right, will you answer t. 
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Thon I recognized that on his port thoro was o cold hatrod 


against ne, end that behind thoso statozcnts about cultural polit 
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sonething else was hiding. ‘Whcther he was dissatisfied with the 

way I conducted my office from Vienna in all details, that I could 
t say. He rarely cxoressed himself about such things directly. 

I could only find out fron people around hin. That was the conpletc 

broal between Hitlor end myselr. 

Then a fow wecks after I reecived thet oraor, if I nay eall 
it that, on the B.?.10f, I reccived an invitation for mysclf and 
my wife for a longer vacation on tho crghof. Very naivoly I bo- 
licved at that time that Hitlor had the des iro to bridge the gap 
which had opened up, an to oXpross in sono way or othor that he 
had gone too far, fowcver, at the ond of a stay of threo cays I 
had to find out that that wes ce funds imental error on ny part. 

I snould like to mention only a fow points here. I had in- 
tenacd, and I had also carricd it out, that I would mention at 
least thrcc points. Ono was tho policy toward Russia. Tho second 
ono was the Jowish question, and tho third was tho rolation of 
Hitler to Vionna, tho position of Hitlor to Vionna. 

I have to state first that Bormann had sont a decree to me, 
and probably all oth;r Gaulcitor, stating thnt wo wero prohibited 
fron intervening in the Jewish quostion. That is to say, that wo 
could not intorvono, et any rato, for a Jow or a half Jow. That 
is what it said in that dcerco, I havo to mention this, because 
it makes it cloarecr, 

On the first ovcniag of my stay at the Berghof, on the occasion 
which scomed suitable to me, I told Fitlur that I wes of tho opinion 
that a frco and autonomous Ukraino would sorvo tho Reich bettor 
than ono thet was ruled by Mr. Koch by violence. That was all I 
said, not more and not loss. If ono know Hitlor, it was oxtrornoly 
difficult to placo such a ronark, Thorcupon Hitler answered quiot- 
ly but with cmphasis, 

On tho same cvoning the Jewish qucstion was discusscá, and 
that according to an agrooront thet I had with my wifc. Since it 


was prohibited to mo to mention these things in tho conversation 


ovon, ny wifo gave to tho  Fuchrcr the doscription of an oxporioneoc 
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she had had in Holland. She had witnessed ono night tho dcporta- 
tion of Jowish women by the Gostapo. She ha soon it fron hor 
hotel room, and both of us wore of tho opinion that that oxporionceo 
on nor trip ana tho doscription of it would possibly bring about 
in Eitlor'!s mind a change of his opinion in the Jowish quostion, 
tne troatrent of tho Jcws. 

My wifo gave a vory drastic report, a report which was vory 
much according to that which we can read now in the nowspapc rs, 
Hitlor wcs silont. All othors prosont woro also silont; anong

Q So far as the beginning of the activity was concerned, there is an 
accusation about the Jews, backed by tho Prosecution, to tho effect that you 
participated in tho persecution of the churches, This accusation is pointed 
out by the sélection of Document R-16.

Re SAUTER: Just a nonont, This agcrcenont is sot down in tho document 


of tho Frcsoeution as ilo. PS-2396, I ropoat, PS-25396, 
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Mre von Schirach, thoro is a remark, and I should like to have your 
comment on that, that the SS received their replacements from the patrolling 
Service of the Hitler Youth, and there was an agreement of October, 1936, 

Please comment on this. What was this patrolling service? 

A The patrolling scrvico was one of the special units of the Hitler 
Youth which I forgot to nention yesterdaye The patrolling service was a 
special service of the youth, consisting of especially decent boys who had no 
police missions I have had some data supplied to me. They had to check the 
entire demeanor of the youth, their uniforms; they had to supervise the visits 
of tho youth to entertainnent places, and they supervised picnicking Jugend- 
herborgen. They guided tents, and they were used when youths who were missing 
were being searched fore They were to consult the wandering youthe There were 
youths at depots. They were to protect youth from criminal clenents; and, 
above all, and this was one of their nain tasks, they were to protect forests 
and meadows, so that no fires would arise, and so forth. 

Because the activity of one of these units in the Hitler Youth 
created trouble, I was interested that he and that the police would recognize 
my patrolling service for, according to ny picture of the youth, the police were 
not to be used against tho youth, but the youth was to keep order among themselve: 
by thenselves,. That this principle was correct is seen by the immense retro- 
spection of youth crimes beginning with 1933 on until the outbreak of the war. 

Q Witness -- 

A Just a minutes I havontt finished yete And to this agreement =- 

THE PRESIDENT: Dre Sauter, we have heard enough about this unite 
The whole point of the Prosecution was that they were used for the recruitment of 
the SS; that is the complaint of the Prosecution, 

DR. SAUTER; Yes, the patrolling service -- 

THE PRESIDENT: We have heard at a considerable length the description 
of what they did, the description of the youth; surely we have heard enough 
about thate 

JR. SAUTER: Mre President, the so-called special units were mentioned 
especially by the Prosecution as a means for the preparation forwar; that is, 
a means of the nilitary’traininp-of tho youth. And in this connection all 


of these special units were mentioned; and for that reason we thought it 
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important and necessary that the defendant give you information as to what 
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this patrolling service was in reality; but, Mre President, I can leave this 
topice 

THE PRESIDENT: You have dealt with this to a considerable length. 

DRe SAUTER: Very well, 

BY DRe SAUTER: 

Q Witness, from which formation did tho SS in actuality take its 
leader replacement; that is, in the main? 

A In order to assure its replacements for leaders, tho SS ciroctod 
iis own training schools » Which were beyond conpctence, and they were the 
so-called National Political Training Institutce 

Q In connection with the SS, the Prosceuticn ronticnod a further 
agreement between you and the Reichsfuchrer Hirmlecr. This was an aprcorent of 
Becember, 1938, under the Noe 2567=PS == I repeat 2567-PS -= dealing with the 
so-called L4nddienst (rural service) of the Hitler Youth. Why was this agreement 
concluded with the Reichsfuchrer SS dealing with the Landdienst Rural Service? 

À It is rather hard to give a brief &nswcr, The Reichsfuchrer SS 
was a gentleman farmer in his student dayse He was part of a movenent which 
made him interested in the SS. The SS worked together with tho rvrcups that 
helped the farmerse And, I should like to Say in conclusion, the patrolling 
Service and the rural service =-= that there was no ccercion used on the 
members of these groups to Join the SS. Of course, a lad from the patrohling 
service could enter the SA or the NSEK or any other group just as anyone else 
coulde 

Q Witness, among other things, in the indictment you are accused that 
there was a decree or an order given to the political leaders that Hitler Youth 
leaders, that the people who were under your jurisdiction would be taken into 
their staffs. What can you say to that? 

A To that I can say that one of the many attempts on the part of the 
Party Chancellory to have the Youth Le adership brought into the political 
leadership -- actually this deerce worked out in this way: Some of the youth 
leaders were used for very insignificant adjutant service. They complained 


in a very lively manner, and I had them called backe

It is a historical fact that an actual transition of the youth leader- 
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ship into the political leadership did not take place in Germany. These youth 
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loaders in Germany whc entorbd the political leadership, I can give you their 
Nanese They are that fewe 

X Witness, the Sovict Russian Prosecution has submittod a document, 
USSR 6, which is a Commission report of Lember, and in this report the following 
is mentioneds 

À French woman by tho name of Ida Vasseaux, the leader of a French 
home for the ared at Lember, had testified to the following in writing: I am 
just reproducing the gist of the article to the effect that children from tho 
ghetto had been given to the Hitler Youth and that these c^il?ron wore being used 
as live targets for drill practico ancng the Hitler Youth. 

I should like to ask yous: As long as you were in the le-dership of the 
Hitlor Youth, did you at any tino havo any reports on excesses of this kind or 
did you have knowledge of anything similar?

Q Witness, your ec-dofon?ent Dr. Schacht, in his direct testimony men- 
tioned tho fact that 4 that timo it was Suggested to Yr. Eden that the SS and 
the SA and tho Hitler Youth should bo devoided of their military character if the 
other powers wculd disarme That do jou know about proposals or suggestions or 
negotiaticns like that? 

A I do nct know anything of an offer like that as far as the H.J. is 
eoncernede I consider it completely impossible that lr. Eden should even have 
received an offer like that as it applies to tho H.J., for Hitler, himself, did 
not consider the H.J. as a military or semi-military organization ot all. The 
disarming of the Hitler Youth could not.have taken place in actuality for the 
only weapon which the Hitler Youth had was a knife, a knife vhich corresponds 
to the boy scout knife, 

Q Witness, the Prosceution also accuses you that in 1933 you concluded 
on agreement with the V.D.À., that is an abbreviation for "Verein fuer das Volktum 


im Auslend "(Socicty for Germans abroad), Is that correct? And what was your 
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. intention in concluding this agreement? 

A That is correct. As far as the aim and objective of the V.D.A. is 
concerned, I would rather not mention thise I believe the attorney for ire 
Frick has already touched on that subject; but I would like to rofor to this. 

I should like to mention only that I had the wish, which was conceivable, that

Q "itness, I an speaking for the defendant Sauckel, concerning 
the directives given by Sauckel. Regarding manpower, you have already 
Stated that you were flcoded with such directives, Were these directives 
also carried out? 

és aS far as I was informed about it, I can confirm that, I had 
the impression that the functionaries of the Manpower Administration said 
that they had to keep strictly to the directives of Sauckel, and that that 


which wasdemanded in these directives was actually carried out, 


Q Did Sauckel himself see to it that these things were carried 
out? 
A Yos. I remember that Sanckel once came to Vienna, I believe 


in 1943 or 19h == 193, I rather believe -- and that he spoke on that 
occasion to all his functionaries concerned with manpower and repeated 
orally everything which he had expressed in'his directives. In particular, 
he expressed himself concernin, the Zoreign workers, demanded just treat- 
ment, and Iiremember that on that occasion he even Spoke of equality with 
domestic workers. 

Q I have a few more questions about the political leaders. How 
were political leaders on the level of the Gau informed? Were there con- 
ferences for the Gauleiters with the Fuehrer, especially in connection 
with the Gau rallies? 

A Nc. «At the Gauleiter meetings, the Fuehrer in conversations 
before larger circles always expressed himself just as he did in his 
Speeches. Real conversations did not exist. He always made speeches. 
Dates on which Gauleiters could be heard by Hitler did not occur any more 
after the war started. 

Q Couldn't a Gauleiter appraoch Hitler personally and ask for 


an interview? 
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A He could ask for an interview, but he didn't receive it; 


his request wasn't granted. He received an answer from Bormann, usually 
by telegram. I have seen that myself very frequently, because I made such 
requests and it was orderod that one should submit in writinz the points 
about which one wanted tc speak, and then one received either zn answer 
or no answer, 

Q Witness, a letter has been submitted here, “ocument 728, signed 
by Ga leiter Sprenger, You were here when it was submitted and you know 
the documente I have two questions about it, 

Do you know anythine abouta list which was supposed to be compiled 
containing the names of those afflicted with heart and lung disease who 


should be rem.ved from tho population? 


A No, I know nothing cb out that, 

Q On that, were you supposed to make Suggestions to the Fuehrer? 
A No, 

Q AS a matter of form, that document contains an error vhich 


has been mentioned here. That is, it says there "Herren Ortseruppenleiter," 
and repeated mention is made of the Herren Kreisleiters anc Ortsgruppen- 
lelters in the text, I ask you now if that was common usace in the language 
of the Party? 

A No, I have never seen a document within the Party -- with the 
exception of that one which I consider a fraud =- where the term "Herri was 
Won, 

Q You are therefore of the opinion that that cGesicnation proves 
thak the documsüt is false?

DR, SERVATIUS; I have no further questions, 
BY DR. STEINBAUER (Counsel for the cefendant SeysseInquart); 
Q Herr von Schirach, your predecessor as Gauleiter was Josef 
Buerckel. What was the relationship between Buerckel and Seyss-Inquart? 

Aa I can only repeat that which was generally known throughout the 
Party about that relationshipé It was extremely bad, and all of us had 
the impression that Buerckel, from ithe very beginning, intended to push 
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Seyss-Inquart out. 


Q hich one cf the two really had the power in his hands?

te All right. You know from sezments which I have read to you as defense 
counsel that we always hated Goebbels for vory Seri^us reasons, and that to be 
loyal and decent one has to admit that many things became much better, in 
gencral, uncer your office. Therefore, it scems all the more important to me 
that the most serious charre arainst you should be clarified. You have been 
charged with the responsibility as Reich Commissar that it was your fault, or 
through your guilt, that the most valuable monument of Vienna had becn destroye:

a statement which expressed that young people should become disloyal to théir 
religious convictions. 

Q Well, I don't know that he ever said it that way either, but I 
think you do know perfectly well, as do many other people who were outside 
of Germay through all of these years, that Rosenberg was a violent opponent 
of organized religious institutions, You don't deny that, do you? 

A Principally, I certainly will not deny that, but I believe that 
one cannot formulate it like that.  Hosenberg has in no way tried to influence 
youth in the sense that it should leave relicious denominations, 

Q 4nd later on, actually, aren't you willing to now say that later 
on, and perhaps at that time, in a secret and indirect sort of Way you played 
Rosenberg's game by arranging youth affairs at hours when church ceremonies 
were going on? 

Q I deny on principle that in such a manner I worked against the 
ehureh, During those years, 1933-34, my main concern was the denominational 
youth organizations. That I have explained yesterday, 

Q I know, You garbled them up, and they all had to join your 
organization sooner or later. But I am not talking about that now, What I 
am trying to say--and I think you must agree--is that for a considerable 


period of time you made it really impossible for young people of certain 


religious beliefs to attend their church services, because you scheduled 
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your youth affåirs at which attendance was compulsory, 

A No, that is not correct, 

Q You say that is not sc? Didn't the Catholic Bishops tine out of 
mind publicly object to this very sort of thing, and don't you know it as 
well as I do? 

A I cannot recall that, 

Q You do not recall any Catholic eaerics objectinc to the fact 
that you were scheduling your youth affairs on Sunday mornings when their 
clerics were holding services? 

a In the course of time, such as I have explained yesterday, various 
clerzyment approached either me or complained in public that their spiritual 
care was impaired by the activities of the Hitler Youth, and that is why 
I passed that final regulation, which can be seen in the document which my 
counsel has submitted to the Court yesterday. 

Q Well, I don't think that is altogether an answer, and perhaps 
I can help your memory by recalling for you that your organization specifi- 
cally provided that these young people who were attendiny church on Sunday 
could not go in uniform, That was a vr. an thinz, wasn't it, 
because they couldn't get out of church and get to their Youth attendance 

places at all if they had to zo home and change their clothes, 

A But in many parochial communities it was prohibited by the church 
that youths in uniform could go to church. 

Q Well, I am not going to argue about it with you, Your answer is 
that you don't recall any frequent and strong criticism and objection from 
church gen about thispparticular Sunday morning program. Is that the way 
you want to leave it? 

A I do not want to say it like that. There were periods of great 
tension, periods of serious disputes, such as in youth orzanizations there is 
a Storm period, and later all these things were regulated. 

Q Now, I understood you,also, to say that whatever else you may have 
done with the young people of Germany during the years over which you had 
control of them, you certainly did not prepare them militarily in any sense, 


in any sense ordinafily accepted as being military; is that so? 
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A That is correct,

A For the longest period of time my press agent was a Mr, Kaufmann.

Incidentally, I think we ought to make this 
clear to the Tribunal, that both of yovr ahief assistants were SS Brigade 
Fuchrers, were they not? 

i. I would have mentioned thet anyway, that Dr. Moll Bruogge was one of 
the confidants of Himmler,

Q You sent a telegram to "Dear Martin Bormann" when Heydrich was 
assassinated; do you remember that -- tho man who wos, I understand, not in 
your good standing in 1942? Do you remember when Heydrich was assassinated by 
some Czech patriots in Prague?

Q Do you remember whet you did when you heard about it? 
A No, I con't remember exactly. 
Q Perhaps if I read this telegram you will romeanber it, 


"Reichsleitcr Bormann; Berlin, Party Chancellery; express, urgent, 
immediate attention, 

"Dear Martin Bormenn: 

"I request thet the following be submitted to the Fuhrer, 

"Knowing the Czechoslovak popul:tion ond its attitude in Vienna as well as in 
the Protectorate, I would draw your attention to the follow ing, 

"The enemy powers and British clisucs around Benesch have for a long time 
felt bitterly regarding the loyalty to be observed generally oamohg the 
zochoslovak workers and their contribution to German war econony. They are 
secking for a means to play off the Czechoslovek population and the Reich against 
` caeh other. The attempt of Heydrich was without doubt planned in London. The 
British arms of the bsenilont voint to parachuted agents. London hopes by this 
attempt to induce the Reich to take draconian measures for the purpose of 
creating a resistance movencnt among Czechoslovak workers. In order to prevent 
the world thinking that the population of the Protectornte is in opposition to 
Hitler, these acts must immediately be branded as of British authorship. A 
sudden and violent air attack on a British cultural tom would be the most 
efficacious, and the world would have to be informed thereof under the headline 
Revenge for Heydrich', 1t alone should induce Churchill to desist imedia tely 
from plotting the outrages which have begun to occur in Prague, The Reich 


retaliates for the attack ct P-arue by a counter-attack. It is proposed to give 


the following information to the press tomorrow re garding the attempt on Heydrichts
